Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
called today for “high priority” on 
the pact. Senator Lucas of Iili- 
nois, the Democratic leader, would 
promise only that the treaty will 
reach the Senate floor “in this 
session” of Congress. He said 
there is much pressing domestic 
legislation ahead. 

The actual enforcement of the 
pact depends on its being ratified 
by the seven nations which orig- 
inally drafted it. That, in turn, 
depends mainly on its approval by 
two thirds of the United States 
Senate becausé@ without Senate 
consent the President cannot for- 
mally declare this nation’s full ad- 
herence to the allies. 

In addition to the United States, 
the other nations which must 
ratify the pact are Britain, Can- 
ada, France, The Netherlands, 
Belgium and Luxembourg. The 
other five which joined in sign- 
ing the pact here yesterday were 
Norway, Denmark, Iceland, Por- 
tugal and Italy. 

The signing ceremony was held 
in the Government's departmental 
auditorium before an audience 
composed largely of diplomats, 
members cf Congress and top Gov- 
ernment officials. 

Including the speeches, the cere- 
mony took less than two hours. 
The actual signing of the historic 
document, which gives a new turn 
to the course of postwar world 
history, required about 12 minutes.

FBI and Police Seize 
Crowe in Florida—He 
Says He Threw $690,- 
000 Bonds in Sea. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
Richard H. Crowe was seized in 
Daytona Beach, Fla., last night on 
charges of fleeing with $884,660 
from New York’s National City 
Bank. 
Crowe, assistant manager of the 
bank’s branch at 195 Broadway, 
was arrested by Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents. He had 
been missing since March 27. 
He had shaved part of his hair 
to make him appear slightly bald, 
and apparently had bleached what 
was left. 
Crowe was taken into custody 
in a bar. He admitted taking a 
“large sum” of money from the 
bank bit declined to specify any 
particular amount. 
Agents found $54,798 in a suit- 
case in Crowe’s possession. Pre- 
viously, the FBI said, $36,505 of 
the funds had been recovered and 
an additional $39,850 had been 
located. 

$131,153 Accounted For. 
A total of $131,153 of the stolen 
funds has been accounted for, 
the FBI said. 
The bank previously reported 
that Crowe had taken at least 
$883,660, including $193,000 in cash 
and $690,000 in bonds. 
About $15,000 in cash was found 
in a vacant beach bungalow owned 
by Crowe's parents at Staten 
Island. In addition, Crowe had 
mailed about $61,000 to banks and 
friends to whom he owed money. 
The money was sent from Florida 
a few days after he disappeared. 
Crowe told the FBI that he 
threw the stolen bonds and securi- 
ties into the Atlantic Ocean. He 
said he “took these only to make 
the bank officials angry.” 

Caught in Bar. 

FBI Director+*J. Edgar Hoover 
said in a statement: 
“Last evening while several FBI 
agents were looking for Crowe 
two agents recognized him on the 
streets of Daytona Beach and fol- 
lowed him to a bar. The agents 
were then joined by a member of 
the Daytona Beach Police Depart- 
ment and Crowe was accosted.

EFFINGHAM, Ill., April 5—An 
account of what happened in St. 
Anthony Hospital after the fire 
broke out was given by Ben 
Biederhorn, 50-year-old attendant. 

He related: 

“I was sleeping on the third 
floor when I was awakened by 
Sister Eustachia, who was one of 
the two sisters on duty on that 
floor. 

“She had got a call from Sister 
Anastasia, who was on duty in the 
office at the switchboard. Sister 
Anastasia found out about the fire 
in some way and called firemen. 
Then she called all departments in 
the hospital. 

“I saw smoke coming out of the 
clothes chute. I ran over, opened 
the door of the chute and black 
smoke poured out. There was no 
flame, so I knew the fire was not 
on the third floor. 

“Then I ran to the elevator and 
went down to the first floor. That 
was the only time anyone used 
the elevator during the fire. The 
first and second floors were in 
flames. 

“T ran back to the elevator to 
try to get back up to the third 
floor but the elevator wouldn’t 
work any more. 

“T went around to the porches 
on the east side of the building 
and started helping patients get 
out the windows, 

“The fire escape on the north 
end. of the building was the only 
one the patients could use. 

“We had two silo-type escapes— 
like funnels—but nobody could get 
through to them. By that time, 
the corridors were on fire and 


dead and 22 still missing today, following a fire which swept 
through St. Anthony Hospital late last night and early today, 


trapping patients in their beds 


or killing them as they groped 


through smoke-filled corridors. 


Among the first bodies 


recovered were those of 10 


infants, still in their flame-blackened metal cribs. Shortly 
after dawn, firemen used a rope and tackle to take small, 
white-blanketed bundles down ladders, passing them from 


hand: to hand. 

Parents identified the bodies of 
three of the infants from letter- 
ing on beads around their necks. 


The others were too badly burned 
and the beads had been destroyed. 
6 Mothers Apparently Dead. 

Besides the infants, six mothers 
apparently died in the maternity 
ward on the second floor. 

Of the known dead, 32 bodies 
were found in the ruins and three 
died of their burns or injuries 
after they got out. One baby was 
born dead after his mother 
jumped from a window. 

Mayor H. B. Rinehart said: 
“There were 108 patients, two Sis- 
ters, one priest and two persons 
sitting up with relatives—or 113 
persons—in the hospital when the 
fire started.” 

The fire began in a clothes 
chute at 11:45 p.m. in the newest, 
supposedly-fireproof wing of the 
three-story brick building. Cause 
of the fire has not been estab- 
lished. 

Effingham is 90 miles northeast 
of St. Louis, The 62-year-old hos- 
pital was the only one in this city 
of about 8000 population. 


Those missing or dead included 
53 patients, two Hospital Sisters, 
of St. Francis, a nurse, Miss Fern 
Riley, whose body was found with 
those of the infante; the chaplain, 
and the head engineer, Frank 
Reis. 

Reis plunged into the blazing 
building to rescue his wife, a 
practical nurse. She escaped by 
jumping from a second-floor win- 
dow but was injured seriously and 
was taken to a hospital in Mat- 
toon. : 

Body of Chaplain Found. 

The body of the Rev. Charles 
Sandon, chaplain, was found in 
the chapel after the flames were 
extinguished. 

The hospital was a 90-bed insti- 
tution but had more than its 
usual capacity at the time of the 
disaster. 

Mrs. Wenton Sidner, who was in 
a delivery room annex, waiting to 
have her baby, leaped from a sec- 
ond-floor window. She suffered 
a broken back and arm. Her baby 
was born dead an hour later. 


Mrs. C. J. Springer, who had just 
given birth to a baby, was injured 
seriously when she jumped from a 
window. Her baby was found dead. 

There was wild confusion as 
many patients Jeaped from 
their flaming rooms.

be subject to prosecution for crime 
(anti-trust law violation) and suits 
for triple damages; it could invoke 
the protection of the law. The 
last alternative was adopted.” 
Empire sought and obtained an 
injunction against the picketing. 
The union, before the circuit court 
and before the Supreme Court, 
argued this violated the right of 
free speech guaranteed by the 
Constitution. 
Black’s Conclusion, 


On the free speech argument, 
Justice Black had this to say: 

“The record does not permit this 
publicizing (by pickets) to be 
treated in isolation. ... The sole 
immediate object of the publiciz- 
ing adjacent to the premises of 
Empire, as well as the other ac- 
tivities of the appellants (the 
union) and their allies, was to 
compel Empire to stop selling ice 
to non-union peddlers. 

“Thus all of appellants’ activi- 
ties—their powerful transportation 
combination, their patrolling, their 
formation of a picket line warning 
union men not to ¢ross at peril of 
their union membership, their 
publicizing—constituted a single 
and integrated course of conduct 
which was in violation of Mis- 
souri’s valid law. 

“It rarely has been* suggested 
that the constitutional freedom for 
speech and press extends its im- 
munity to speech or writing used 
as an integral part of conduct in 
violation of a criminal statute. 
We reject that contention now.” 

Rights of States. 


Justice Black noted that the ob- 
jective of unions to improve wages 
nd working conditions has some- 
mes commended itself to Con- 
gress and to state legislatures, 
and that the Supreme Court had 
sustained federal and state legis- 
lation which did grant exemption 
to unions from anti-trust prosecu-

Flames swept through al] three 
wings of the hospital. Almost 
all 30 persons on the third floor 
—including elderly pensioners, 
children and medical cases—per- 
ished. 

Miss Riley, 21-year-old nurse on 
duty in the maternity ward, died 
with the new-born babies on the 
ward. She refused to leave. 
Among the dead infants was one 
left in the hospital by its mother 
when she was released a few days 
ago. 

. Firemen summoned from seven 
communities, nurses and volun- 
teers obtained mattresses from 
a hospital storeroom and spread 
them beneath windows. They 
pleaded with patients to jump, 
and many did. 

After three hours, the flames 
subsided and the work of remov- 
ing bodies began. 

Earlier, one victim was found on 
the edges of the fire at 12:30 a:m. 
The body removed was identified 
as that of Mrs. Ross Henderson, 
63, a widow. She had entered the 
hospital two weeks ago for treat- 
ment for arthritis and was a pa- 
tient on the second floor. 

Sister Anastasia, among those

told me she smelled smoke in the 
building. 

“I was in the office and I im- | 
mediately called the hospital en- 
gineer, the fire department and 
the convent next door. Then l 
started for the corridor to help 
patients out. The whole hall was 
in flames.” 

Buddy Meyers of Effingham 
said he reached the building 
right after the fire began. “Il 
helped catch 10 or 12 patients 
who jumped from windows of 
the first and second floor,” he 
related. ‘ 

“It was just horrible. I could 
hear all those poor people in 
there shrieking for help, but I 
just couldn’t get to them.” 


Relatives of patients rushed to 
the hospital, frantically searching 
for them. The crying relatives 
hurried from person to person in 
search of a familiar face. 

Joseph Brummer, whose daugh- 
ter, Doris, 12, was in the hospital 
for treatment of a_ broken leg, 
groped through the smoke-filled 
corridors in a fruitless search for 
her. 

“I got so far,” he related, “and 
then the smell of burning flesh 
got me. I fainted.” 

Six-year-old Lawrence Spangler, 
one of the victims, was to have 
gone home today after a tonsillec- 
tomy. 

Mrs. W. W. Austin, another vic- 
tim, a woman in her late 80s, lived 
in the hospital with two daugh- 
ters. They assisted her to safety 
but she died later. 

Mrs. Dolores Michl and her 
newly born infant also died in the 
fire. 

Armon Johnson Sr., a carpenter 
of Strasburg, Ill., rescued his son, 
Armon Jr., 8, and another boy. 

The elder Johnson was at his 
gon’s bedside when the fire broke 
out. The boy was still under 
ether, following a _ tonsillectomy 
earlier in the evening. 

At first, Johnson related, he saw 
smoke but did not realize there 
was a serious fire. He closed 
doors leading to the corridor from 
his son’s room and from other 
rooms. Then, realizing the fire 
Was spreading, he grabbed his nn- 
conscious son and ran from the 
first-floor room. 

After placi his son in an au- 
tomobile, Johfson raced back into 
the flaming building and rescued 
a boy in the adjoining room. He 
did not learn the boy’s name. 

Orville Young of Louisville, IIl., 
a patient on the first floor, was 
going to get a drink of water 
when a nurse told him the build- 
ing was on fire. He leaped from 
a window to safety. 

Nurse, Patient in Leap. 

Another patient who reached 
safety from the first floor, O. S§. 
Robards, related: 

“My nurse came into the room 
to give me a hypo. She was with 
me just a few minutes. When 
she opened the door to leave, the 
hallway was filled with smoke and 
flames. We both jumped out the 
window. I don’t think she got 
hurt either.” 

One of many acts of heroism 
that came to attention today was 
that of Mrs. Hilary Clements, a 
nurse, who was on special duty at 
the hospital last night. She was 
trapped on the second floor by 


the flames. 

Although unable to get to her 
own patient to assist her, Mrs. 
Clements carried another pa- 
tient and jumped with the pa- 
tient from the second floor os 
the ground. 

Unhurt in the 20-foot jump, 
Mrs. Clements turned her pa- 
tient over to spectators and went 
back into the hospital. She as- 
sisted in removing several other 
patients, before the severe burns 
she suffered forced her to re- 
tire. She was taken to St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital at Granite City, 
where her condition today was 
described as serious. 

Miss Louise Deters, a nurse, re- 
lated: “I was asleep in the nurses’ 
home, about a half block from the 
hospital, when the fire started. 

“TI was awakened at about mid- 
night by the most terrible screams 
I've ever heard. I looked out a 
window and saw flames coming 
out of the hospital office win- 
dows. 

“IT threw on a coat and called 
the other two nurses who Were in 


the home at the time, and we 
ran to the hospital. 
“It seemed like flames “a 
escaping from all over. vy 
were coming out of every window 
and every door in the building. 


“The firemen had a few patients 
out by the time we arrived. We 


helped get mattresses from the 
storeroom

“The patients who jumped were 
taken to the storeroom, and we 
gave morphine to those who were 
in pain. There were a lot of them. 

“As soon as ambulances from 
hospitals in other towns began 
arriving we put the patients on 
the ambulance stretchers and took 
them to nearby homes. 

“There wasn’t much we could 
do. Everybody felt so helpless.

The nursery was the first ward 
to be engulfed in flames.

There she raised the window, 
climbed to-the sill and leaped 20 
feet to the ground, Firemen and 
spectators found her and took her 
to the Effingham Clinic where at 
1:15 a.m., she was delivered of a 
dead baby boy. 

Dr. E. S. Frazier, who attended 
her, said the infant apparently 
died of shock. Mrs. Sidner, he 
added, was hysterical and in only 
fair condition. She lives in St. 
Elmo, about 25 miles from here.

Only Way to Stop Flight

— Finances Second 
Biggest Problem. 


The most imposing problem 
with which the incoming city ad- 
ministration will be faced is “the 


rebuilding of the decaying central 
section of the city” Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann said yesterday in 
discussing the accomplishments of 
his administration and problems 
which have to be solved. 

“Only by doing this can the 
flight of our citizens to the county 
be arrested,” the Mayor said, add- 
ing that, unless the mass exodus 
westward is stopped, the city’s tax’ 
revenues will be reduced and the 
city’s income curtailed. 

Finances, he said, constitute the 
incoming administration’s second 


most important problem. 

He attributed the failure of the 
$16,000,000 slum clearance bond is- 
- Bue last summer to the fact that 
persons now living in the area 
affected did not know where they 
could go.” He warned that “spe- 
cific provision for this” should be 
included in any future slum clear- 
ance program. 

Should Seek State Aid Also. 

In addition to encouraging pri- 
vate capital and obtaining federal 
and city subsidies in the solution 
of the housing problem, he recom- 
mended that the next city admin- 
istration seek state aid. Also, he 
said, any slum-clearance pro- 
gram “should include provision for 
middle-income groups.” 

As to city-county relationships, 
he said he is “pessimistic” about 
any merger of the city and county 
in the near future, although “it is 
possible that some day the city 
will have to go back into the 
county.” Meanwhile, the incoming 
administration should study plans 
for the co-drdination of sewer, 
water, police and fire facilities of 
the city and county, he said. 

Among achievements of his ad- 
ministration, Kaufmann listed 
reduction of the city’s tax-sup- 
ported debt from $68,561,000 to 
$38,136,000, maintenance of the 
property tax rate at $2.74 per $100 
valuation, the lowest tax rate of 
any major city in the country, and 
transfer of the City Sanitarium 
and St. Louis Training School to 
the state. 

Other Achievements. 

Other achievements he listed in- 
cluded: Establishment of munici- 
pal rubbish and disposal system; 
adoption of rat control, restau- 
rant sanitation and comprehensive 
city plan ordinances; expansion of 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, and adop- 
tion of a new building code. 

The Mayor also pointed out that 
he had aided in sé@ttlement of 
three utility strikes, the worst of 
which was the strike of bus and 
streetcar operators, which was of 
several days’ duration. 

He concluded his discussion 
with brief comment on politics in 
the city’s government since the 
adoption of the civil service 
amendment to the city charter. 

“Since the advent of civil serv- 
ice,” he said, “the power of the 
ward leader has diminished. They 


have little patronage to offer to-|,

Explained by St.

Local Decontrol. 

The new authority for decontrol 
actions by states, cities and town, 
gubject to approval by the state 
Governor, is an extension of the 
principle of local discretion begun 
in 1947 by the ‘creation of local 
rent advisory boards, Vandover 
said. 

He pointed out that these 
boards, since their start, had pow- 
er to say whether federal rent con- 
trol was necessary in their local- 
ities. 

Among the advantages in the 
new law described by Vandover in 
the authority of the Housing Expe- 
diter to regulate exictions, sue for 
treble damages on over-ceiling vio- 
lations, recontrol decontrolled 
areas, and obtain all necessary in- 
formation by direct testimony or 
by records, using, if necessary, the 
power of subpena. 

Vandover said the Housing Ex- 
pediter has not had authority to 


regulate evictions, sue for treble 
damages or recontrol areas since 


June 30, 1947. 
Control of Evictions.

Warning Against Bickering. 

The House Armed Forces Com- 
mittee today told the Army, Navy 
and Air Force to stop their pub- 
lic bickering. It unanimously 
adopted a resolution saying that 
“persons in the national military 
establishment, on the Government 
payrolls, are endangering the na- 
tional security through their ef- 
forts to sell the public their own 
particular views regarding air 
power.” 

The committee warned: 

“If persons in the armed serv- 
ices, or in their employ, continue 
to pass statements to the press 
which are calculated to depreciate 
the activities of a sister service 
and which, at the same time, 
jeopardize the national security, 
the committee will step in with a 
full-scale investigation. 

“We will not tolerate the con- 
tinuance of this practice.” 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, told reporters the resolution 
was prompted by two recent 
“leaks.” One was that the mili- 
tary establishment has picked out 
70 cities in the Soviet Union that 
would be particular bombing tar- 
gets in event of war.

The Veterans’ Administration 
said the new Rankin veterans pen- 
sion bill would cost the Govern- 
ment an extra 17 billion dollars. 
If World War II veterans were 
included in the bill, now limited 
to veterans of the first warld con- 
flict, the net cost in the next 50 
years would be 77 billion, the 
agency said.

U.S. COURT APPROVES WAGE 
BOOST ON MISSOURI PACIFIC 


An application to grant wage 
increases to members of non- 
operating unions of the Missouri 
Pacific Lines, as agreed upon last 
March 18, was approved today by 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore. The increase 
will amount to approximately 7 
cents an hour, retroactive to last 
Oct. 1. 

Application for appréval of the 
wage increase was made by Trus- 
tee in Bankruptcy Guy Thompson. 
He pointed out that the overall 
increase would amount to $5,620,- 
978 a year. Of this amount the 
Missouri Pacific payroll increase 
amounts to $4,257,280; the Gulf 
Coast Line group, a subsidiary, 
$680,950; and International Great 
Northern group, another subsidi- 
ary, $682,748. 

The wage agreement was 
reached in Chicago. In addition to 
granting the wage rise, it also 
placed non-operating railroad em- 
ployes on a 40-hour week for the 
first time in history. The 11- 
month-old dispute was settled by 


a presidential fact-finding board.

Trust Law Drawn 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— | 
Legislation to legalize the “re- 
serve clause” in baseball contracts 
was introduced in the House to- 
day by Representative Mills 
(Dem.), Arkansas, and Herlong 
(Dem.), Florida. 

The bills would exempt organ- 
ized sports of all types from pros- 
ecution under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

Herlong formerly was president 
of the Florida State Baseball 
League. 

There were indications that the 
House Commerce Committee, to 
which the bills were referred, 
would call for prompt hearings 
and would question leading fig- 
ures in the sports world. 

Mills and Herlong told newsmen 
the legislation is a result of the 
suit of Danny Gardella, former 
New York Giants baseball player, 
seeking to hold the “reserve 
clause” invalid on the ground 
baseball is an interstate com- 
merce activity. 

The measure would not apply to 
any cases pending at the time of 
its enactment, however. 

The “reserve clause” in effect 
binds a player to remain with the 
club with which he has contracted 
unless the club releases him. 

One of the grounds in Gardella’s 
action is that baseball is an inter- 
state business because radio and 
television broadcasts of games 
cross state lines. 

The legislatign introduced by 
Mills and Herlong would specify 
that:

No faintest touch of the theat- 
rical was permitted to intrude. 
The theme of the drama was his- 
toric and memorable. The denoue- 
ment hoped for was peace, but it 
might be war, and war this year. 
Every statesman who scrawled his 
name on the document knew he 
might be condemning his country 
to occupation, bombardment or 
battle to the death. It was a 
scene to justify oratory and emo- 
tion. 

Under the glossy direction of 
Secretary of State Dean G. Ache- 
gon, the text was purposely played 
dows. Shows of feeling and 
bursts of declamation were con- 
spicuous for their absence. Thir- 
teen star actors, among them sev- 
eral of. the world’s most command- 
ing personages, came, acted their 
roles and departed. They might 
have been directors reading re- 
ports at a board meeting—so pre- 
cise, off-hand and matter-of-fact 
was the performance. The whole 
struck one with a sense of planned 
austerity and well-styled dignity. 
The most colorful thing about 
the ceremony was its studied 
avoidance of color. 

Striking Third-Act Curtain. 

At the end, came a third-act 
curtain so simple and impulsive 
that dt might have been accidental, 
but producing an effect striking 
enough as to merit a playwrights 
envy. Under the rule of alpha- 
betical order, Secretary Acheson, 
representing the United States, 
was the last to sign. His place, 
by pure chance, was also that of 
a logical climax. 

He had scarcely sat at the table 
and grasped a pen when President 
Truman sprang up, strode a dozen 
steps forward and halted at his 
side. From the front row in the 
audience appeared Vice President 
Alben Barkley, who ,oined the 
President. Acted in pantomime 
was a lesson for the globe to read. 
Visibly backing the Secretary and 
his treaty, there loomed the pre- 
siding officer of the legislative 
branch’s senior chamber and the 
commander-in-chief of the coun- 
try’s armed forces. 

What Treaty Does. 

If the preliminary operations 
geemed cool and mechanistic, the 
materials they handled and the 
shape toward which they de- 
veloped were in the highest de- 
gree inflammable. Subject to rati- 
fication by 11 parliaments and a 
two-thirds majority of the Ameri- 
can Senate, the treaty is framed 
to accomplish a _ revolutionary 
world event. 

It sets up a community of 12 
fiations whose population of 350,- 
000,000 is potentially supreme in 
manpower, resources, industry 
and free institutions. Closely at- 
tached to its orbit, by treaty, 
possession or sympathy, are the 
Latin American republics, the 
continent of Africa and the 
Mediterranean complex, 

The treaty extends the frontier 
of the Monroe Doctrine to the 
Rhine river, and shatters the 
venerable policy of American 
isolation. 

It serves notice on the Krem- 
lin that western Europe is 
closed henceforth to Soviet con- 
quest, on pain of war. 

Moscow is admonished that 
what was before only a possi- 
bility has now, become a virtual 
certainty—namely, that military 
aggression against any part of 
free Europe will entail hostili- 
ties with the United States. 

The North Atlantic common- 
wealth will stand as a model 
and rallying point for’ liberty- 
loving peoples of all the earth. 

No Secret of Anti-Red Aim. 

Though the name of the Soviet 
Union was not mentioned during 
the ceremony, no secret was made 
of the fact that the North At- 
lantic coalition is meant to inter- 
pose.a decisive obstacle to Rus- 
sian military ambition. 

Acheson resorted to Biblical 
language for a challenge obvious- 
ly directed to the tyrants of the 

itburo. The treaty, he said, is 
for the guidance of men, “whether 
well or ill disposed.” For those 
seeking peace it is “a very present 
help in trouble.” But for aggres- 
sors it is a warning that “if it 
needs must be that offenses come, 
then woe unto them by whom the 
offense cometh.” 

The pact affirms moral and 
spiritual values, he _ stressed, 
“which the free nations propose to 
defend, by all possible means, 
should that necessity be thrust 
upon them.” 

President Truman declared that 
through the treaty “we undertake 
to e&ercise our rights of collec- 
tive or individual self-defense 
against armed attack.” He called 
the pact a “shield against aggres- 
sion” and said that if there had 
been such a “simple document” in 
1914 and 1939 the world would 
have escaped two terrible wars. 

The President said the treaty’s 
whole aim is peace, pegged to 
this conviction: “Men with cour- 
age and vision can still determine 
their own destiny. They can

for Foreign Affairs. 

Weakness of U.N. Cited. 

Through many of the speeches, 
like a refrain, ran a conviction 
that the U.N. has failed as an 
instrument of peace. The failure 

blamed unanimously upon 
“one of the major powers,” Mmean- 
ing, of course, Russia, The mil- 
itary phase of the treaty, Tru- 
man explained, has been made 
necessary by frustration of all 
efforts to establish an interna- 
tional army. Bevin complained 
that endeavors to make the U.N.

Most certainly, it was not the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold. It was, instead, a gathering of 
rather ordinary-looking people in a high hall of 
one of those Washington temples which are 
more oppressive than impressive. 


The actors—the ambassadors, the foreign min- 


isters, the Secretary of State and the President 
~—looked like a collection of rather prosperous 
business men, pretty fat in the middle and 
pretty thin on top. 

The massed flags did impart a touch of bril- 
liahce, but hardly enough to proclaim that this 
was a scene of historic world importance. 


Well, maybe historic occasions rarely dis- 
play their full drama. Perhaps emotion has 
been worn a little thin by the time the final 
formalities begin. Maybe the white hot moment 
comes with the inception of the idea. Maybe 
most of the drama comes in working it out. 


’ Then there is the clash of minds, the weighing 


of alternatives, the struggle with doubts, and 
the ultimate resolution. Maybe the ceremonies 
must be anti-climactic. 

And yet there was drama in the Departmental 
Auditorium in Washington yesterday. It came— 
very quietly—when each of those fen came to 
sign his name. Spaak of Belgium came first. 
He hesitated for a moment as if to read the 
document once more through his heavy rimmed 
spectacles. Then he shook off the hesitation and 
signed almost brusquely. 

Lester Pearson, the Canadian Secretary for 
External Affairs, came to the table very briskly. 
But then he is young, the youngest of all the 
assembled statesmen. Schuman of France was 
almost humble, humble with the knowledge of 
his responsibility. Sforza of Italy signed with 
courtly dignity. 

Acheson, who signed last with President Tru- 
man and Vice President Barkley standing by, was 
almost priestly. And why not? The Secretary 
of State knew that he and the others were tak- 
ing a major step in the perilous campaign for 
peace. They were officially giving up the high 
hope nourished during the war years, the hope 
for one world. 

They were drawing the line more sharply be- 
tween West and East. With two non-members 
of the United Nations, Italy and Portugal, among 
them, they were acting against a member of the 
UN, Soviet Russia. They were ‘trying to do it 
within the framework of the Charter. Events 
had shaped their compact. 
now shape events? 

The “shield against aggression,” the Atlantic 
Treaty had been signed. April 4, 1949, had be- 
come an historic date. Twelve nations of the 
West had declared their common. purpose. 
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Mr. Truman Courts a Mistake 


President Truman will make a serious mis- 
take if he persists in his attempt to win the 
chairmanship of the National Security Resources 
Board for his friend, Mon C. Wallgren. The 
nomination has been tabled in the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. It can be revived only by 
persuading some Senator to change his vote or 
by the extraordinary action of Senate petition 
to take the appointment out of the hands of the 
committee. 

Either course is unusual enough that it should 
be used only in a good cause. The confirma- 
tion of Mon Wallgren is not such a cause. The 
committee expressly cleared him on the point of 
loyalty, and thus made all the sharper its re- 
jection of the former Senator oh the score of 
lack of qualification. 

If it is true, as the President says, that he has 
no one else under consideration, he should cor- 
rect this situation as soon as possible. The post 
is one of the most important in the entire Fed- 
eral Government. It should be filled promptly 
with the best man available. For Mr. Truman 
to try to ram through Wallgren now primarly 
because they are personal friends would be to 
invite a new breach between Congress and the 
White House, at a time when the President needs 
all the congressional support he can get. 
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An Example to Be Followed 


Massachusetts now has followed the example 
of New York in ending the compulsory isolation 
of victims of leprosy—better called Hansen’s 
disease. Most of the other states ought-to do 


likewise because, for all practical purposes, the ° 


disease is not communicable in their areas. No- 
where is it the scourge that it has*been repre- 
sented to be by hysterical imaginations. 


‘Dr. Roy F. Feemster, director of the Division 
of Communicable Diseases of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, said that the old 
restrictions were lifted “upon the advice. of an 
advisory committee made up of physicians. in 
the state who are best informed on communi- 
cable diseases.” In making this decision, Massa- 
chusetts not only followed the counsel of the 
American Public Health Association and the 
United States Public Health Service, but also 
invoked its 69 years of recorded experience in 


which there was only one doubtful case of a’ 


patient contracting the disease in the state. 


International authorities long ago established 
that Hansen’s disease is only “feebly communi- 
cable.” In 50 per cent of the cases, it is not 
communicable at all. Almost the only risk is to 
very young children of families in which the 


disease prevails. Certainly, it cannot be trans- - 


mitted by mere contact. In the 54 years of the 
Carville (La.) leprasorium, not one member of 
the staff has contracted the disease. 


’ Hundreds of attempts have been made to grow 
the virus artificially, animals have been inocu- 
lated with it, and 145 doctors and other human 
volunteers have been injected—all without re- 
sult. Is it not time, then, to wipe out the leprosy 
scare and to end isolation? 

Hansen’s disease is endemic in only three 
states: Texas, Louisiana and Florida. Yet one 
of the outstanding experts on the disease, Col. 
G. H. Rarey, is compelled to point out that 
“most of the state regulations present it as a 
very dangerous and contagious malady requiring 
severe control measures.” They ought to bring 
their laws into line with the facts, 

Perhaps they will be urged to do so by the 
pending National Leprosy Act, introduced by 
Florida’s Senator Pepper. This calls for an edu- 
cational program among laymen, doctors, health 
agencies, medical schools and nursing schools to 
acquaint all with the real, rather than the imag- 
ined, nature of this malady. It would authorize 
the treatment of many cases in general hospitals, 
others as out-patients or in the home, and a few, 
who so desire, in the Carville leprosarium. 

For the latter cases, whose treatment might 
extend over several years, it would provide 
family allowfnces and a re-employment pro- 
gram. The bill also calls for a research pro- 
gram under a national advisory council. 

But there is no reason why the individual 
states should wait for Washington. They can do

much on their own—and perhaps sooner—to set 
Hansen’s disease in a proper and humane per- 
spective.

Americans always like to hear declarations 
such as Mr. Churchill’s that “we would be glad 
to stretch out the hand of friendship” to the 
Russian people. They believe them. But since 
friendship is a two-way proposition, what about 
the Russians? Would they seize the extended 
hand if they could?. 

Anne O’Hare McCormick was having some- 
thing to say about that in the New York Times 
at the very same time that Mr. Churchill was 
talking aboard the Queen Mary. The stitches 
have come loose in many of the seams of the 
iron curtain; she suggested, and through them 
comes the elear impression that the feeling of 
the Russian people toward the United States is 
not exactly what Pravda says it is. 

Western Rurope now has a goodly sprinkling 
of Russian refugees who have managed to evade 
the border guards. Fairly typical of them, ac- 
cording to Miss McCormick, is a runaway Red 
Army soldier who insists that his people’s war- 
time warmth toward America has been chilled 
but slightly by Kremlin propaganda. “They are,” 
he said, “homesick for freedom.” Mayor Ernst 
Reuter of Berlin, who spent years in Russia and 
still has many contacts with Russians, speaks in 
a similar vein. 

This does not mean that an underground will 
blow up the Kremlin by the ‘middle of next 
week. But it does mean that there is ordinary, 
everyday decency and good sense left among 
the Russians which may somehow be turned to 
the service of world peace. 

It is tremendously important that this be re- 
membered on this side of the iron-curtain. This 
good will and potential co-operation should not 
be killed off by unconsidered words or actions. 
The West has the Atlantic Pact and the Marshall 
Plan. It carries the “big stick” which Theodore 
Roosevelt recommended. Should it then not 
take his advice and speak softly? 

Someday, we are going to win a decisive vic- 
tory in the cold war. Then we shall have to live 
and work in peace with the Russians. It is well, 
now and then, to give a little thought to that 
time,

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A Just Limitation on Picketing 

A fair limitation on the right to picket has 
been applied by the a States Supreme 
Court in an unusually interesting case arising in 
Missouri. 

The Empire Storage & Ice Co. in Kansas City 
was picketed by AFL ice handlers for selling ice 
to non-union peddlers. This brought a protest 
from the company. It contended its plant was 
fully unionized. It said it had no dispute what- 
ever with any of its workers. As for the non- 
union peddlers to whom it sold, the company 


answered that since these were independent 


perators, it had no responsibility for their 
status. . 

The controversy wound up in an injunction 
which forbade further picketing. In turn, the 
issue went to the Missouri Supreme Court, 
which sustained the injunction on the ground 
that such picketing exceeded “its legitimate 
sphere.” The Supreme Justices in Washington 
now rule, unanimously be it noted, that in this 
field “the state’s power to govern is paramount.” 


Justice Black, speaking this time for every 
last member of the high bench, says that “this 
court does not pass on the wisdom’”’ of the Mis- 
souri action. He holds only that the legal 
course did not violate the Federal Constitution. 


We will go beyond that. The Missouri course 
was not only legal under the Constitution. It 
was also both wise and fair. If the union had a 
complaint in this situation, it was against the un- 
organized peddlers. They were the ones to 
persuade. It was rankly unjust to penalize a 
company on good union terms with all its em- 
ployes because certain of its customers were 
not unionized. 

Why did the union picket the ice manufactur- 
ing company? Apparently because it was easier

If the Federal Government succeeds in 
convicting the 11 Communist leaders now 
on trial in New York City for conspiracy 
to advocate “Marxist-Leninism,” the Com- 
munist party will be outlawed in this 
country. The Government would thus ac- 
complish what the unpassed Mundt-Nixon 
Bill attempted in the Eightieth Congress 


‘and what both President Truman and Gov. 


Dewey so vigorously opposed in the 1048 
campaign. 

The trial, therefore, takes on unprece- 
dented importance among all trials for 
political offenses. It.is the first in Ameri 
can history aimed solely at a program held 
to be in itself unlawful, without a single 
supporting charge of an overt act. 


The only criminal acts charged are the 
organization ot the Communist Srcigied in 
1945 as successor to _ 
the Communist Po- 
litical Association of 
Browder memory, 
the publication of 
papers and pam- 
phiets, and the con- 
duct of classes — all 
to teach doctrines of 
“Marxist-Leninism.” 


But the indictment 
is no more objec- 
tionable from a civil 
liberties viewpoint 
than the law under which it was brought— 
the so-called Smith Sedition Act, a section 
of the Alien Registration Act of 1940—the 
first peacetime Sedition Act im United 
States history since 1798.

Taint of Election Politics 


Of it Prof. Zachariah Chafee Jr., of the 
Harvard Law School, said: “This statute 
contains the most drastic restrictions on 
freedom of speech ever enacted in the 
United States during peace, The act brings 
into our federal law the European = prin- 
ciple that a man is known by the company 
he keeps and that guilt is not personal.” 

The Smith Act makes criminal per se 
mere association to advocate the overthrow 
of Government by violence or encourage 
disaffection in the Armed Forces, Of 
course, it was aimed at the Communiféts, 
but for eight years it was not invoked 
against them—but against their hated ene- 
mies—the Trotskyiats—to the great glee of 
the Communist comrades. 

It was last year—election year, you re- 
member—that the federal grand jury in 
New York, casting about for some ground 
on which to indict the Communists, de- 
cided to invoke the Smith Act, presumably 
because it could find no other crimes to 
charge. 


Any “Clear and Present Danger?” 


It is possible that the Department of 
Justice lawyers figured that the Supreme 
Court would hold that advocacy of the 


violent overthrow of the Government is in 
itself a “clear and present danger” of un- 
lawful acts, and thus outside the protec- 
tion of the constitutional guarantees of 
freedom of speech and press. ; 

In the trial the Government will, of 
course, trot out everything from the Com- 
munist Manifesto of 1848 on that contains 
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considerable advocacy of the overthrow of 
the bourgeois state, and the Communists 
will trot out their resolutions against all 
violence. 


An acquittal would put the Government 
in the distressing position of having given 
the Communists a field-day for the vindi- 
cation of Marxist-Leninism. Acquittal 
would destroy all. the precedents built up 
on Communist advocacy of violence by 
which aliens are deported or denied entry, 
and public employes ousted. 


Free Speech in Peril 


Conviction, on the other hand, if sus- 
tained with or without a Supreme Court 
review, would not only end the legal ex- 
istence of the Communist party, but for 
the first time in our peacetime history 
would make certain political utterances 
and association criminal. The First 
Amendment would have taken its biggest 
licking in our history. 


There are those, even among staunch 
civil libertarians, who do not share such 
alarms. They justify the prosecution either 
on the ground that the Communist party is 
a secret conspiracy beyond the protection 
of democratic liberties, or that its advoca- 
cies, in view of events in other lands, are 
in fact acts which a government has the 
right to suppress. 


Some rather uneasily hope the Govern- 
ment will produce evidence at the tAal 
beyond the charges of mere publications, 
associations, and teachings. These good 
rationalizers have been thrown off base 
by the fears aroused by the world struggle. 


They have lost faith in the strength of 
our democracy. And they would deny 
democracy by indorsing the undemocratic 
and dangerous resort to outlawing the 
movement they fear. It may be suggested 
that nothing would give more satisfactio 
to the Russian masters of Communism 
than such a confession of American weak- 
ness and timidity. 


Any way you look at it, no good can 
come out of this trial, and much harm is 
inevitable. To see these Communist police- 
@tate adherents invoking the civil liberties 
they deny their opponents may give us grim 
amusement, but the spectacle of our Gov- 
ernment as the holy inquisitor of “Marzist- 
Leninism” can inspire only misgivings as 
to its political good sense.

“Crusade in Europe” was published, a great 

howl went up in a section of the London 

press which accused Eisenhower of damn- 
ing Montgomery with faint praise. Now 

Montgomery has told his story of the 

British Eighth Army while it was under 

his command, but unfortunately the record 

is not yet entirely clear. 

The book is complete with 17 colored 
maps, which perhaps accounts for the ex- 
cessive price of the volume. Montgomery’s 
writing is so completely bloodless, however, 
that he might as well have been describing 
a chess match. He names none of his com- 
manders, tells of no personal conflicts or 
crises. It was, apparently, a private chess 
match between Monty and, notably, Rom- 
mel, 

Although such descriptions have a cere 
tain traditional sanction in professional 
military circles, wars simply are not fought 
that way, and Montgomery is describing 
something that has slight relation to real- ° 
ity. The future historian of World War II 
will receive little help, here, in forming a 
judgment of Bernard Law Montgomery. 


What about Montgomery? - Despite his 
dashing headgear and flair for publicity, 
he was damned with a thousand curses by 
American commanders like Gen. George 
Patton for his excessive caution in battle. 
Eisenhower, in his book “@espite the rant- 
ings of the London Express), is kind: 
“Those critics of Montgomery who assert 
that he sometimes failed to attain the 
maximum must at least admit that he 
never once sustained a major defeat.” ~ 


Kay Summersby, Eisenhower's wartime 
British driver, quotes Eisenhower as say- 
ing time and again, “Why doesn’t Monty 
get going? What's the matter with him? 
Why doesn’t he get going?” It is difficult 
to doubt that Miss Summersby quotes 
Eisenhower correctly. 

The famous Eighth Army pursuit. of 
Rommel across North Africa was, 
course, a phonograph . 
record played over 
and over again: 
Montgomery wins, 
but Rommel escapes. 
Well might Joseph 
Goebbels note in his 
diary, with stupid 
glee, that “Rommel 
slipped through 
Monty’s fingers,” and 
accuse Montgomery 
of seeking “an alibi 
for letting himself be 
fooled by Rommel.” 
Benito Mussolini, an- 
other Axis diarist, 

meantgemery more intelligently put 
his finger on the cause of the final deféat 
of the Axis in Africa: “It was clear from 
the start that the landing of Ameri 
forces in the Mediterranean was an nt 
of great strategic significance, destined to 
modify and, in fact, to reverse the balance 
of military power in this sector. . 

It would be difficult to judge, from Mont- 
gomery’s book, that this was so. 

Still, as Eisenhower remarked, Mont- 
gomery “quickly develops among British 
enlisted men an intense devotion and ad- 
miration—the greatest personal asset a 
commander can .” As an aside, it 
must be noted that in contrast to the en- 
Monty’s officers sometimes.

Gruening 
has established his residence in 
Alaska and if the territory became 
a state he would in all probability 
be one of the two first Senators 
to be elected. 

Statehood, it seéms to me, is 
the only practical answer. This 
solution has its hazards. Some 
Senators, who might otherwise be 
sympathetic, shake their heads 
and say that with such a small 
population, the powerful interests 
would almost certainly send their 
own men to Washington. 

But that is to confess that de- 
mocracy will not work. The re- 
sponse to Gruening’s constructive 
program in Alaska is a refutation 
of such pessimism. The Senate 
should let him get on with an im- 
portant job. 


PRESIDENT TALKED 
INTO ‘DEAD MIKE’ AT | 
OPENING OF SPEECH 


Radio Audience Missed First 
Remarks Because He Be- 
gan Ahead of Schedule. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 i 
President Truman talked into a 
“dead mike” for the first minute 
or so of his momentous North 
Atlantic treaty speech. 

The four major radio networks 
reported he began his speech 
ahead of schedule yesterday, and 
the listening audience missed his 
opening remarks. 

Here is the way One network 
official explained the mixup: 

The President was backstage at 
the Government auditorium, chat- 
ting with radio men and waiting 
for his “cue” to appear before the 
microphones. 

Shortly after 4:27 p.m. (3:27 St. 
Louis time), Stanley Woodward, 
State Department protocol chief, 
dashed back and grabbed Tru- 
man’s arm. One radio man, who 
had a stopwatch and knew it was 
too early, said firmly, “no.” But 
just then he heard Secretary of 
State Dean G. Acheson say, “ladies 
and gentlemen, the President of 
the United States.” 

It was too late. 


$15,500 GRANT FOR ATOMIC 
RESEARCH IN X-RAY WORK 


A $15,500 grant to Dr. Wendell 
Scott, associate professor of radi- 
ology at Washington University 
Medical School, ‘to finance experi- 
ments with radioactive materials 
in an effort to find better ways of 
getting X-ray pictures of various 
organs of the body was announced 
today by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. , 

The commission and the Office 
of Naval Research will administer 
the grant jointly. It is one of 21 
new medical research projects fi- 
nanced by the commission in pri- 
vate institutions which were an- 
nounced today. 

Dr. Scott pointed out that cur- 
rent methods of X-ray examination 
of such organs as the pancreas 
and spleen are unsatisfactory be- 
cause the tissue does not leave a 
clear shadow on the X-ray plate. 
Radioactive tracers may make it 
possible to find substances which 
can be concentrated selectively in 
the organs under study and which 
will make good pictures possible.

When the document was stowed 
away in a State Department vault 
after the signing ceremony, it bore 
23 signatures. Under the protocol 
arrangements, only Secretary Dean 
G. Acheson signed for the United 
States. Each of the 11 other coun- 
tries had two signers—its foreign 
envoy to the 
United States. 

Each of the foreign nations will 
get a photostatic copy of the of- 
ficial text, but the original remains 
in possession of the State Depart- 
ment.

One did not have to see much of 
|“Harvey,” on its return to the 
American Theater last night ta 
'realize why Frank Fay had made 
the role of Elwood P. Dowd, the 
whimsical lush, his own personal 
character, one that no other actor 
| could possibly play as well, and 
| why his playing of it is oné of the 
| great moments of magic in the 

theater that come too seldom. 
Joe E. Brown, who brought the 
road company of the Mary Chase 
comedy here twice before, did a 
fine job of Elwood, considerably 
softening his usual broad, rough 
and tumble style. But one was 


always conscious Joe was acting 
Elwood. From reports, the same 


; 


| thing applied to other actors who 


relieved Fay occasionally on his 
long Broadway rus in the role he 
created four and a half years ago. 
The difference is that Frank IS 
Elwood. I’m afraid I'll never be 
able to think of him in any other 
way. The character is as real to 
us, and I imagine to most other 


people who see Fay play him, as| 
the pooka, the giant white rabbit, 


Harvey, is to Elwood. 


The character is not an easy one 
to put over. The comedy starts a 
little slowly, and is rather cold for 
Elwood’s first entrance with the 
imaginary rabbit. The actor play- 
ing the souse has the job of shat- 
tering reality, taking the audience 
into his own private dream-world 
of happy bibulous friendships, of 
gentle satire and lurking pathos. 
He must, to be ideal, make El-

charm and radiant good-will grad- 
ually emerge as a portrait of the 
real reality, a man who has con- 
quered the harshness of the world 
by building his own kingdom of 
illusion and tender imagination.

And he must 
make the audience laugh until it 
hurts while he slips over these 
mystic overtones, 


Fay does all that. He spreads 
Elwood’s fascination through the 
theater like a warm and friendly 
mist. When he first comes on, 
one is conscious of what seems to 
be a badly worn elf, with a face as 
wrinkled as a pillow after a hard 
night. The character is some- 
what silly, it seems for a moment. 
Then the marvelously deft under- 
playing, the absolute relaxation, 
the subtle variations at the com- 
mand of a veteran comedian per- 
fectly sure of himself, the sorrow- 
ful eyes back of the tylized gri- 
maces and gestures begin to make 
themselves fel@® And Frank has 
captured you in his net of illu- 
sion. His Elwood moves in a 
dreamy haze arising from the 
fumes of whisky, the fog of fancy 
and the mist that clouds the eter- 
nal verities. And the spell is never 
dissolved ‘until the final curtain, 
when you realize you’ve witnessed 
a memorable event in the theater.

JSE OF SCHOOL LUNCH 
FUND SURPLUS URGED 


Supply Committee Recom- 
mends Action to Avoid In- | 
crease in Prices. 


———<© 


A recommendation that Supply 


Commissioner A. K. Nushan of the 
Board of Education be authorized 
to use a $7000 surplus in the ele- 
mentary school lunch fund so that 
no increase in the cost of school 
lunches Would be necessary was 
made by the board’s auditing and 
supply committee yesterday. 

Nushan said the action was 
necessary because word from Jef- 
ferson City was that the Missouri 
apportionment of federal school 
lunch funds, under which school 
lunches here are subsidized in 
part, probably would be exhausted 
early next month. The federal 
subsidy is distributed to the 
states, which in turn make distri- 
bution in their areas. 

Barl M. Langkop, director of the 
school lunch division of the State 
Board of Education, notified. Nu- 
shan, the latter said, that “it ap- 
pears we will go into May with a 
balance of $25,000 although it is 
estimated we will need $100,000 to 
liquidate all claims on this fund.” 

A similar situation exists in the 
school board’s 25 milk stations 
here, Nushan reported. The milk 
stations, which so far this year 
have distributed more than 20,000 
free bottles of milk to school chil- 
dren, have, operated at a loss, 
however. 


As a result of the lack of sur- 
plus from this operation, Nushan 
suggested the committee wait un- 
til it is determined definitely that 
no federal funds would be avail- 
able before applying to the Public 
School Relief Fund for assistance. 
Milk is sold to children in half- 
pint bottles for 3 cents; cost of 
the milk is 5 cents, the differ- 
ence, 2 cents, being federal sub- 
sidy. 

Auditor Thor W. Bruce reported 
his annual audit of fines and 
bond forfeitures in the Court of 
Criminal Correction and the Cir- 
cnit Court for Criminal Causes 
showed the board received $72,581 
for the year-ended last Dec. 31. 
The board received no funds on 
bond forfeitures from the Circuit 
Court but fines totaled $50,770; 
bond forfeitures in the Court of 
Criminal Correction totaled $400 
and fines, $21,411.

HE history of contemporary 
T France is a succession of ag- 

gressions she has endured and 
of attempts she has made to avoid 
them. 

Three times in 70 years she has 
been invaded. The first time, she 
was the sole victim of the aggres- 
sor. From 1914 to 1918, half of 
our continent was submerged un- 
der the wave of aggression. And 
the last war overflowed Europe; 
the invasion became transconti- 
nental, not only because of alli- 
ances, but also because of the im- 
mensity of the means of action. 

Invasion crosses neutral fron- 
tiers; neither distance nor natural 
obstacles can stop it any longer. 

In the past, the peoples men- 

aced by it too often allowed 
themselves to be surprised by it. 
The teaching of experience has led 
them to draw together. They have 
placed their confidence in inter- 
national organization for peace 
and security. France has con- 
stantly supported these efforts 
and nurtured this great hope. She 
remains fervently attached to it 
because she is convinced that in 
the end, humanity will submit to 
the exigencies of solidarity. 
_ But she is obliged also to recog- 
nize that collective organizations, 
as they function today, have not 
yet acquired the necéssary effi- 
cacity. The Charter envisages the 
possibility of regional pacts. It 
authorizes its members to organize 
individually or coflectively for self- 
defense in conformity with the 
principles of the Charter. 

France ardently desires that the 
United Nations may become one 
day strong enough to assure by it- 
self peace and security in the 
world, thus rendering any individ- 
ual initiative unnecessary.

SYNTHETIC LEATHER 
COMPETES WITH REAL 


Chemist Tells Research Meet- 
ing of Uses of Flexible — 
Plastics. 


Synthetic leather substitutes are 
giving real leather a run for its 
money, J. R. Hoover, vice presi- 
dent of B. F. Goodrich Chemical 
Co., said yesterday in a symposi- 
um on the leather tanning indus- 
try at a meeting of the Chemical 
Market Research Association at 
Hotel Statler. 

Chemical “industries, with a 
large part of their effort aimed 


at markets served traditionally by 
leather, are producing annually 
hundreds of thousands of tons of 
flexible plastics which were vir- 
tually unknown commercially 10 
years ago, he reported. 

“Tanners are viewing with con- 
cern the inroads already made,” 
he said. “In some fields the im- 
pact is unmistakable; in others 
a growing threat.” 

One reason why leather goods 
manufactufers are boosting their 
use of the synthetic substances, 
he pointed out, is that plastics 
make it possible for manufactur- 
ers to plan prices well in advance 
and avoid the sharp fluctuations 
which occur frequently in the 
prices of hides and tanning ma- 
terials. 

The plastics, however, “by no 
means spell the doom of the tan- 
ning industry,” he said. 

Stephen J. Kennedy, research 
director of the textile, clothing 
and footwear section of the Office 
of the Quartermaster General in 
Washington, reported the Army is 
pressing its search for synthetic 
tanning agents for leather substi- 
tutes and for improved leather 
stuffing and water-proofing ma- 
terials. 

Francis J. Curtis, vice-president 
of Monsanto Chemical Co., spoke 
on “Responsibility of the Indi- 
vidual for His Own Develop- 
ment,” at a banquet last night. 

The meeting ended today, fol- 
lowing discussion of problems in 
the fields of market research and 
plant location.

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tial guarantees. It would be crim- 
inal for them to neglect a single 
opportunity, or a possible aid, for 
the preservation of peace.

be forced upon us, a war which, 
even if we win it, would leave Eu- 
rope ravaged and depopulated. We 
want to avoid such a war by be- 
coming, together, strong enough to 

Who, in justice, could reproach 
What 
sincere friend could take offense 
at it? In the past, France has 
been sufficiently respectful of her 
obligations and true to her friend- 
ships, sufficiently alerted also by 
dreadful experience, to be beyond 
all suspicion. 

There is no contradiction be- 
tween two treaties when both 
have as their object to guarantee | 
the security of the same country, 
but are concluded with different 
guarantors. The multiplicity of 
possible risks necessitates a multi- 
plicity of precautions. This an- 
swer we gave to Germany when, 
in 1935, she took objection to the 
Franco-Russian treaty, incompa- 
tible, according to her, with the 
Locarno pact. Today, we give it 
to the U.S.S.R. with whom we 
remain bound by a defense pact 
against a possible German men- 
ace, and by the obligation we ac- 
cepted never to associate our- 
selves with any threat directed 
against her. We shall scrupu- 
lously honor this obligation. When 
we expand the network of our 
friendships, old and new, do we 
in fact repudiate a friendship 
which does not satisfy all our 
need for security? Is it a threat 
to anyone when we take out in- 
surance against all risks, when 
we organize a system of common 
defense against any attack, what- 
ever its nature? 

We are uniting, with the inten- 
tion of providing a common and 
reciprocal protection. We want to 
discourage in advance any aggres- 
sion by making it more and more 
dangerous for the aggressor. Only 
a potential aggressor could legiti- 
mately consider it aimed at him, 
Our conscience is clear. In sign- 
ing this pact, France solemnly 
proclaims her absolute determina- 
tion to maintain peace. It is not 
for herself alone’ that France 
wants peace, for she knows that 
peace has become the indivisible 

roperty of all, and that, by al- 
lowing it to be compromised by 
one of us, we would all lose it 
together. 

Nations are more and more con- 
vinced that their fates are closely 
bound together, that their salva- 
tion and their welfare can no 
longer be based upon an egotisti- 
cal and aggressive nationalism, 
but must rest upon the progres- 
sive application of human solidar- 


ity.

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
Sixty-seven employes have been 
dismigsed from federal ‘service 
since October 1947 under the loy- 
alty réview program, the Civil 
Service Commission said last 
night. 

Thirty-six have been restored to 
their jobs after appealing the 
findings of loyalty review boards. 

Another 107 are in process of ap- 
peal or pending removal. 

The regional loyalty boards 
have reviewed 3480 cases where 
investigation had developed some 
question of workers’ loyalty. How- 
ever, 3270 of those employes were 
cleared. 

There are some 2,000,000 Govern- 
ment workers. 

The board did not name any of 
the persons discharged nor did it 
say where they were employed.

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ACLEDE GAS REFUSES 
TO REISTATE CHARGE 


Engineers’ Union Requested 
Action to Get Court Review 
of NLRB Order. 


A request that Laclede Gas 
Light Co. reinstate before the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board an 
unfair labor practice charge 
against AFL gas workers former- 


ly employed at the Shrewsbury 
plant has been rejected by the 
company, Malcolm L. Bartley, 
union attorney, said yesterday. 

The union, Local 148, Operating 
Engineers, made the request in 
an effort to obtain a court review 
of an NLRB order certifying .the 
CIO Gas Workers Union as Bar- 
gaining agent for Laclede opetat- 
ing and maintenance employes, 

In his request that the company 
reinstate the unfair labor prac- 
tices charge it withdrew, Bartley 
explained that more than 300 AFL 
men walked off their jobs at the 
Shrewsbury plant March 8 to :in- 
dicate their refusal to comply with 
the certification order, which they 
regard as illegal and arbitrary. 

Bartley had asked company of- 
ficers to meet him for a discus- 
sion of the reinstatement proposal, 
stating the chief AFL objective 
in the dispute was to obtain a'‘re- 
view by the United States Court 
of Appeals of the Labor Board 
certification order. The only 
method of obtaining such review 
was by reinstatement of the cQm- 
pany’s charge, Bartley observed. 

The attorney also had offered 
to use his influence with the AFL 
men to discontinue picketing and 
“to assure that industrial peace 
will be restored.” He said yester- 
day that the offer was rejected in 
a telephone communication trom 
a company lawyer.

NEW YORK, April 5. 

HE Zenith Radio Corp. kicked 

up quite a fuss recently with 

an advertisement in papers 
across the conntry w%.cing the 
public against the possible obso- 
lescence of television sets. The ad 
claimed that Zenith was the only 
set capable of receiving ultra high 
wave frequency channels, if and 
when the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission opens up those 
channels to television. The en- 
tire television manufacturing in- 
dustry roared with wrath at this 
somewhat misleading statement 
and Zenith is now being sued for 
$1,000,000 by two of the smaller 
television manufacturers, wh o 
charge the advertisement has 
seriously hurt sales. 

Neither the ad nor the subse- 
quent controversy has done tele- 
vision much good, though it may 
have done Zenith some good. Sen- 
ator Edwin C. Johnson, chairman 
of the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee, added a 
little fuel to the fire by asking 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission what it was doing to pro- 
tect the public or at least warn 
the public against the possibility 
of obsolescence in television sets. 
The Senator's letter to the F.C.C. 
got quite a lot of publicity. The 
F.C.C.’s reply, which was in gen- 
eral reassuring, was written in 
such cautious legal jabberwocky 
that it got almost none, which 
didn’t help clarify matters much. 

Consequently, many persons on 
the brink of television decided to 
postpone their purchases until 
they were quite sure they weren't 
buying something that would be 
a hunk of junk in a few years. 

There is, of course, some risk of 
obsolescence in present television 
sets, but, as one industry member 
pointed out, every time you buy 
an automobile or a washing ma- 
chine, you are risking potential 
obsolescence too, since improve- 
ments are constantly being made. 

Right” now the FCC has allo- 
cated 12 channels for television 
broadcasting which are known as 
the very high frequency (VHF) 
channels and has refused to allow 
use of the ultra high frequency 
(UHF) channels pending further 
developments in the art. It’s true 
that most sets won’t be able to 
receive UHF channels without at- 
taching a converter to the old 
sets. The converters are fairly ex- 
pensive and they aren’t entirely 
satisfactory. 

However, as the commission 
pointed out to Sen. Johnson, the 
FCC has no intention in the fore- 
seeable future of deleting any of 


the present 12 channels and when 
the UHF channels:are opened— 
and that’s going to be quite a 
while, too, though the FCC is 
close-mouthed about specific pre- 
dictions—owners of the old sets 
will still be able to get the old 
stations, And by buying a con- 
verter, get the new ones, too. 
Eventually, the VHF channels 
may be abandoned altogether b 
television, but that is so far i 
the future you will probably wear 
out two or three television sets 
before it arrives. 

‘Dr. Alexander Dumont, presi- 
dent of Dumont Laboratories, who 
is both a set manufacturer and 
television broadcaster, has _ ex- 
pressed confidence that sets now 
in use ill still be in use in 
1959 or 1969, just as the sets built 
in 1938 are still in use today. 
Jack Poppele, president of the 
Television Broadcasters Associa- 
tion, has stated emphatically that 
there isn’t the slightest possibility 


that present-day sets will become 
obsolete. And ,.Wayne Coy, chair- 
man of the FCC, told a meeting 
of N.B.C, affiliates that, barring 
“a major catastrophe,” all VHF 
channels” would be available “for 
a very long time.” . 
Understand, I’m not trying to 
sell a television set to anyone 
who doesn’t want one. But if you 
were preparing to buy one, I 
wouldn’t worry, about the possi- 
bility of obsolescence. Your tele- 
vision set will ultimately be ob- 
solescent. But so will your icebox.

CASE RECORDS

ASE T-238: Dr. L. W. Webb, one of Northwestern Uni- 

versity’s outstanding professors, conducted an interesting 

experiment some years ago to determine the honesty of his 
students. 

Prof. Webb gave them an exam- 
ination and then collected the 
papers, after which he carefully 
recorded their scores without, how- 
ever, making any marks on the 
papers. At the next class meeting, 
he turned the papers back to the 
students with the excuse that be- 
cause he was pressed for time he 
would just read off the correct 
answers while the students scéred 
their own exam papers. At the 
conclusion of this check-up, he 
called in all the papers. Then he 
compared the grades which the students gave themselves, with 
the original grades which he had already recorded. 

This examination was of the “objective” sort, as a “true- 
false” type of quiz, so the students could easily erase and sub- 
stitute the correct answer during the check-up, if they wished 
to cheat. ;

OF THE STUDENTS thus exposed to the temptation of 
erasing and raising their grades, 30 per cent made at least one 
erasure, while 24 per cent of the students changed from two to 
seven answers in order to give themselves a higher score. 

The results of this experiment are a tragic commentary 
upon the moral laxity and the decline of personal integrity 
among those college trained men and women who are supposed 
to set an example of probity and honor. 

How can we expect to elect government officials who are 
always honest and upright when apparently 30 per cent of our 
choice college students will cheat? I am obviously not mincing 
words. Crooks are crooks, whether they embezzle from a bank, 
or purioin higher grades from their college professor. There 
is no half-way point in honesty!

Still Great Fire After 100 Years 


Fifteen Blocks of Prope

N a century of the stark sport 
6f. “following the fire,” the fire 
which had most St. Lo 
on the run was the Great Fire of 
100 years ago. 

The ringing of the steamboat 
bells followed by the harsh clang- 
ing of the bells of the volunteer 
fire companies meant only one 
thing to St. Louis citizens of 
1849. Fire on a steamboat! They 
raced to the levee and many even 
climbed to the roofs of their 
houses for a first-hand view, little 
suspecting the ultimate extent of 
the fire which the Mississippi had 
brought to their shoreline. 

Crowds which gathered to watch 
the burning of a single boat, re- 
mained as mute, horrified wit- 
nesses to the burning of the en- 
tire fleet of “floating palaces” 
that lined the wharf for more 
than a mile, then saw the flames 
leap to the land to consume the 
most vital area of the city. This 
fire, which ravaged St. Louis on 
the night of May 17, 1849, was so 
devastating that in the annals of 
St. Louis fires, it is without com- 
parison and is simply known as 
the Great Fire! Three lives were 
lost by persons fighting the fire, 
and an unknown number of deaths 
took place on the boats. There 
was also the destruction of 
$3,000,000 worth of land and naval 
properties, including almost 15 
blocks of commercial and resi- 
dential property, and every docked 
vessel—23 steamboats, three canal 
boats and one barge. 

The toll would have multiplied 
had it not been for the daring of 
a volunteer fireman, Thomas B. 
Targee, who knowingly gave his 
life when he used explosives to 
help stop the fire which raged 
into its second day. In doing so, 
he spared the town’s oldest land- 
mark, the Old Cathedral, and pro- 
tected the rest of St. Louis for 
her greatest role in her most 
heroic year as gateway to the 
West. Targee, hero of a hundred 
years ago, remains largely uh- 
known, unsung. The city which he 
saved at the expense of his life 
scarcely knows, much less honors 
its most heroic benefactor, 


Judging from the numerous peo- 
ple who quote Grandpa, many evi- 
dently believed that the firing of 
the White Cloud, the 262-ton St. 
Louis-to-New Orleans boat, which 
was the torch to the holocaust, 
was of an incendiary nature. This 
story of the White Cloud’s cham- 
pioning the cause of cholera, while 
unauthenticated, persists to the 
present day. 

Barrels of burning pitch on 
every corner were symbolic of the 
epidemic which had plagued the 
city for many months. Day after 
day Asiatic cholera struck s0 
swiftly that the citizens could not 
care for their dead. 


To prevent the entry of cholera- - 


carriers to St. Louis, it became 
a rule to stop all New Orleans-to- 
St. Louis boats at Quarantine 
Hospital, now Koch» Hospital, for 
a cholera check. One day the 
—— Cloud failed to point her 
bow shoreward and although re- 
peatedly signaled to stop, she ig- 
nored the request. Failure to com- 
ply resulted in gunfire! A volley 
was fired across her bow but she 
stubbornly kept to her course 
and steamed into the Port of St. 
Louis. 

Enraged St. Louisans are re- 
ported to have banded together 
and set fire to the boat. Consid- 
ering the tragic scope of this act, 
it is small wonder that these citi- 
zens kept their action and iden- 
tity a secret, if such group-action 
actually took place. Records from 
the St. Louis harbormaster and 
Quarantine Hospital, which might 
give the story substance, were not 
kept at this early date. It is sig- 
nificant, however, that shortly 
after the fire, it became a federal 
ordinance to stop all boats for an 
examination of their passengers. 

Others of the rumor school had 
it that an individual started the 
fire. for the insurance money. 
This practice was not unknown 
among owners of aging crafts but 
the White Cloud was just three 
years old, and was insured for the 
exact amount of her valuation, 
only $3000!

The volunteer firemen who bat- 
tled the fire, however, left the 
most reliable record. They re- 
ported that the ship’s master in 
an attempt to fumigate the boat, 
had the mattresses taken up and 
placed on deck in the bright 
morning sun. It was a windy day 
and sparks from the stacks of a 
passing steamboat apparently set 
them on fire. Volunteer firemen 
put a quick end to the small blaze 
and while several mattresses were 
ruined and thrown overboard, 
those worthy of salvaging were 
returned to the cabins. 

The fire was written off as of 
no great consequence but about 
9:30 p.m., the watchman, Henry 
Frederick, saw smoke issuing 
from the main cabin and soon 
learned that a fire was raging in 
one of the lower berths. His cry 
for help was too late because al- 
ready a bulkhead had burned 
through and flames were cuyling 
over the hurricane roof. oon: 
the little craft, chain-gang fash- 
ion, ignited the rest of the docked 
boats, the levee holdings and then 
the city itself! . 

First at the scene of the fire 
were the volunteers of the Mis- 
souri and Liberty fire companies 
who pulled their hand-powered en- 
gines to the foot of Cherry street 
—now Franklin avénue—in the 
north end of town, where the 
White Cloud was tied. Close- 
range fighting was an impossibil- 
ity so the firemen hauled their 
hose to the forecastle of the Ed- 
ward Bates, the boat immediately 
south. While so engaged, the fire- 
cracker nature of the combustion 
became evident. 

 @. @ 
OON the Eudora, a boat im- 
mediately north of the White 

Cloud, caught fire and quickly 
sank. Then the fire on the White 
Cloud swept along a passageway 
between the pantry and the cabin 
and set fire to the understructure 
of the Edward Bates. 

The men on the Bates could not 
fight the fire from the position 
held and were forced to retreat. 
In the excitement someone loos- 
ened her moorings and she was 
shoved into mid-stream. There 
with the wind and current as al- 
lies, she and the White Cloud, 
which was also adrift, floated 
along on a course of destruction. 
A strong wind carried the boats 
into the shoreline where they ig- 
nited the Julia and the Belle Isle. 
On seeing this, many of the boat 
captains whose boats lay still far- 
ther to the south, loosened them 
in the hope that they might ride 
out of danger, for only those boats 
with steam up at the time of the 
fire were able to escape to the 
Illinois side. Unfortunately, the 
freed boats did not float to safety 
as hoped for but into the path of 
the flaming boats which ignited 
them, one by one. For a mile 
south the view was a sheet of 
flame. 

St. Louisans watched with mor- 
bid fascination as their famous 
port burned. The only sounds were 
those produced by the disaster. 
Vicious flames licked the air, 
wood crackled, the sinkiAg hulls 
groaned as they settled to watery 
graves, fire captains shouted 
hoarse directions into their speak- 
ing trumpets and powder - laden 
ships exploded with such force 
that close witnesses and workers

were knocked down. The flames 
lit up the night sky for miles 
around and scattered sparks like 
a myriad of shooting stars. 

The sparks had a treacherous 
destiny and soon set fire to the 
levee groaning under its great 
wealth of hemp, tobacco, furs, 
fish, bacon, lard, lumber, lead and 
other products. These were soon 
afire and burning furiously. It 
was this merchandise which 
linked the fire to the land, for it 
in turn ignited a house at Locust 
and Front streets and burned the 
three buildings above it. With 
this start the fire crossed Locust 
street and burned the adjacent 
block with the exception of one 
building) then crossed Olive to 
consume the next block and 
spread itself across Pine street to 
reduce that block to ashes. 

With fire claiming both land 
and naval properties, pandemo- 
nium reigned. The People’s Or- 
gan, a daily paper of that day, 
the home of which burned in the 
fire, issued a circular the follow- 
ing Monday which stated: 


“The panic that existed in “the 
streets must be imagined as all 
that was frightful in confusion; 
men on roofs seeking to ward off 
danger by throwing water in puny 
quantities on the faggots as they 
fell; merchants and storekeepers 
clearing out their goods and of- 
fering exorbitant rates to any 
who would convey them to safety; 
domestic furniture in huge angu- 
lar heaps; pale, tearful women, 


‘some scarcely half dressed, sitting 


in the midst waiting for their 
husbands to take them away, but 
the flames in many instances 
reached them before the dray and 
they had to leave what cost them 
many years economy and hard 
labor to collect.”

burned both sides of Market as 
high as Second street. After 
crossing Main, it swept every 
house from Locust to Market ex- 
cept a row of four four-story 
buildings immediately below Lo- 
cust street. Penetrating Pine, 
Chestnut and Market streets, the 
flames consumed the two blocks 
intervening between the streets 
mentioned and Main and Second 
Streets as well as nearly half the 
block north of Pine. 

Every engine and hose cart 
from the 10 volunteer companies 
was on the job as was every vol- 
unteer, all of whom totaled about 
1000. The men worked tirelessly 
at the pumps, but early in the 
struggle the city’s water supply 
failed. In desperation they tried 
to get water from the river but in 
making various stands they were 
handicapped by the piles of burn- 


‘ing freight or because of the in- 


tensity of the heat from the 
charred hulls. 

In a direct path of the fire 
stood the Old Cathedral, venerated 
landmark of the city. The fire 
leaped toward the spires and with 
insufficient water it looked as if 
it would be a losing battle to 
save it until Thomas B. Targee, 
Captain of the Missouri Company 
No, 5, revealed a drastic plan. 
Explosives!

ARGEE advanced the theory 
T tna a spacegap between the 

buildings would permit the fire 
to burn itself out and proposed to 
create this gap by blowing up some 
of the buildings. He asked that the 
soldiers be sent to the arsenal 
for powder while he hurried to 
his hore at Fourteenth and 
Market Streets to tell his wife 
and children of his plan. The 
fact that both Targee and his 
wife realized that the saving of 
the city might cost his life made 
his efforts heroic. 

A: :d flying sparks and debris, 
Targee carried out his idea. With 
powder, keg hoisted on his shoul- 
ders, he advanced quickly but 
cautiously, shattered a door or 
window of a building and with a 
quick prayer threw in the powder 
keg and ran for safety. 

He was successful in blowing 
up three buildings and chose 
Phillip’s mus'e store on the north 
side of Market, two doors east 
of Second Street for his fourth 
objective. Pausing momentarily in 
the doorway, Targee hurled the 
powder keg into the store but be- 
fore he could retreat there was an 
explosion and the fire captain 
was killed instantly. 

It is generally agreed that the 
fatal explosion was caused by a 
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uis Conflagration 


keg of powder which had been 
previously deposited without Tar- 
gee's knowledge. 

What happened to the Edward 
Bates, the boat to the south of the 
White Cloud? 

Careening crazily downstream, 
she fired boat after boat, then 
finally drifted to the shoreline 
where, at approximately Chestnut 
street, she became entangled on 
the starboard side of the Mame- 
luke, one of the most costly steam- 
boats in port. The collision set 


the boats afloat for a short dis- 
tance, then suddenly they locked 
in a fiery, fatal embrace! 

Once again the fire repeated its 
pattern and a second land fire 
was communicated from the river 
to St. Louis., Now, the old French 
section with its early-day homes 
in the southern end of the city 
was aflame as well as the north- 
ern part of the city. From the 
corner of Elm and Front streets 
it swept almost the. entire block. 
Then, the whole block between 
Main and Second and Elm and 
Myrtle was completely burned 
and fractional parts of the block 
north of the one just described as 
well as those south of Myrtle, 
running to Third, which were aiso 
destroyed. |

APT, TARGEE’S action was 
C symbolic of the volunteer spirit 

and is credited by all with 
keeping the fire “under the hill” 
(below Third street), salvaging the 
Cathedral which stands today and 
saving the city from further im- 
mense losses. 

It was not until the 1850s that 
Targee was recognized in any 
tangible way when a short street 
Was named in his memory. Even 
this honor was short-lived. The 
street was situated between what 
is now Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets and ran but one block from 
Market to Clark. Later, there was 
an extension of one block, called 
Breden, but in 1893 the two blocks 
between Market and Poplar be- 
came known as .Targee. In 1904 
Targee street was renamed John- 
son street. Today, no one knows 
why the change was made; in fact, 
no one knows who Johnson: was. 
The original Targee street is now 
the site of the Kiel Auditorium, 
the approximate location of the 
hero’s home. 

Fifty years after the fire, the 
Veteran Volunteer Firemen’s His- 
torical Society commissioned an 
artist to paint a picture honoring 
Targee and the volunteers. When 
completed it was presented to 
the Missouri Historical 
where it remained until seven 
years ago, The painting is now on 
loan to the Kiel Auditorium where 
it hangs in the refectory. The pub- 
lic ceremony attending this un- 
veiling was the. only civic gesture 
in Targee’s honor.

West opened the spade king,” 
and declarer, seeing dummy’s sin-. 
gleton spade, unhesitatingly . 
grabbed the trick with the ace = 
and just as quickly ruffed a spade 

with the hea:t eight— “before 

somebody coum knock that card 

out of dummy.” Unfortunately, 

this ruff of a losing spade was 

not of great value! South could 

ndt discard on dummy’s diamonds 

while trumps remained in the op- 

posing hands, nor could he put 

dummy’s club king to any real 

service. When he led a low club 

from dummy, East put in the ace 

and returned hig last spade. South 

had to watch West collect two 

spade tricks, and the trump ace 

was still at large for the setting 

trick. 

The “instinct” previously re- 
ferred to is the average player's 
reaction to a singleton in dummy 
when he holds the ace of that 
suit. The crucial point in this 
deal was not to win the opening 
lead!: Observe the effect on the 
defense if South makes West a 
present of the first trick. If West 
leads another spade, dummy ruffs 
and South still retains his spade 
control. Conversely, if West shifts 
to a trump, South knocks out the 
heart ace and draws trumps while 
still holding on to that vital spade 
ace 


In short, the taking of the first 
trick by South renders him quite 
helpless to avoid the loss of four 
tricks; whereas his concession of 
the first trick puts the defenders 
in a hopeless position.
